English, Watch educational programmes in B.B.C. or 
Discovery Channel and lend your ear to the sarra- 
tion, You will develop a style of your own in due 
course.

Take a cup of Kabuli Channa, Soak it in water overnight, Next day moming, 
ask your mother to cook it. Then ask dad to cook another cup of channa which 
has not been soaked overnight. Observe the cooking time for each cup of 
channa, What do you find? 





Why : The soaked channa wouldve taken much lass time to be cooked compared to the 
raw channa, That fs because the unsoaked channa has much less water content and hoe it 
takos that much more tim to absorb water and got cooked. While en the othor hand, ater 
‘about 8-10 hr of soaking, the channa becomes soft and hence easily cooks. tin fact cons ames 
22% less uel as compared tothe fuel required forthe samo quantity of unsoaked Kabull Channa
